NEW YORK, July 16.—Fatali- 
ties resulting from the heat wave 
that has blanketed the Eastern 
states for four days stood at 62 
today. 18 additional deaths occur- 
ing yesterday. 

Deaths by sections were: Greater 
New York, 11; New Jersey, 15; 
Connecticut, 4; Massachusetts, 5; 
New Hampshire, 1; Pennsylvania, 
14; upper New York State, 12. 
Temperatures throughout the 
East were slightly lower than on 
Thursday. but in only a few iso- 
lated sections was there any ap- 
preciable relief from t-:e_ torrid 


weather. be 
Pennsylvania again yorted the 


lighest temperatures, thermometer 
readings ranging from 90 to 97 
degrees. 

In New York City the tempera- 
ture reached a maximum of $0 
degrees, one degree below the high 
mark of the hot Wave.

Great Damage Wrought by 
orological Phenomenon. 
MADRID, Spain, July 16.—Re- 
port comes from Madrid of an ex- 
tremely rare meteorological phe- 
nomenon which devasted the vine- 
yards in Castille and in Aragon, in 
the neighborhood of Teruel, where 
an avalanche of stones followed 
heavy rain and hail. 

A high cloud. swept along by a 
strong westerly wind, passed over 
the country and at the same in- 
stant a torrent of stones, some of 
which were the size of an egg. fell, 
killing fowls. injuring cattle, mak- 
ing holes in roofs, and breakiug 
windows, Meteorologists declare 
that they must have been taken 
up by a cycione and that they 
came from a region very far dis- 
tant from where they fell

FLYERS SAFE AT HONOLULU: 
OUT OF FUEL, CRASHED IN 
TREE ON MOLOKAI ISLAND 


Sent 
SOS When Gasoline) 
Pump Failed — 60 Miles 
Short of 2400-Mile Goal 


By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, July 16.—Having 
completed their uncertain flight to 
Hawaii by deliberately plunging 
into a Kaiwe tree on the island 
of Molokai, Ernest L. Smith and 
Emory B. Fronte explained as they 
rested in Honolulu why their radio 
Was silent for five hours after they 
sent out S OS calls and why they 
continued on toward land without 
informing rescue ships that they 
still were in the air. Neither fly- 
er was hurt in the landinx. 

e When still 500 miles or more 
from land, Bronte disclosed, the 
failure of their gasoline pump led 


Y been to believe their fuel was run- 
tning extremely low and it caused 


the plane to lose so much altitude 
that their trailing wireless antenna 
Struck the sea and was torn away. 

The decrease in altitude had the 
effect of. resuscitating the gasoline 
pump and fhey shot up into the air 
again and headed for land with- 
out knowing how long the gasoline 
would last, without knowing 
whether their calls had been hear3 
and uncertain of their bearings. 

Navy flyers announced they had 
Salvaged the motor and _ instru- 
ments from the wrecked plane and 
had found her gasoline tanks abso- 
lutely dry. 

Saw Neither Land Nor Sea. 

Smith and Bronte are the first 
civilians to fly from California to 
Hawaii. They won a fight with 
unfavorable weather, preverse luck 
and all the natural odds that fly- 
ers face in crossing the sea with 
land planes. They dived into a 
tree when their last drop of gaso- 
line had been used, thus fore- 
Stalling the possibility of being 
pinned beneath their plane in an 
upset, 

From the time they left the 
Golden Gate at 11:08 a. m., Thurs- 
day unttl they were near their des- 
tination, they saw neither land nor 
Sea. Several times Smith reported 
secing beautiful stretches of “land” 
tempting enough fOr the exhausted 
flyers to aligst upon, but the vi- 
sions were only illusions—mirages 
cast upon the clouds and fog by 
the light of the moon. 

S OS Messages, 

The climax of their trouble 
came about 5:15 a. m., Honolulu 
time yesterday... At that moment 
they sent out their first § O §S 
after concluding they had only 
enough gasoline to stay tn the. air 
another hour. Presumably they 
were about 700 miles from Hono- 
lulu and 500 miles from the near- 
est land. 

“We are going to land in the 
sea. We have a rubber life boat, 
but send help,” several ships re- 
ported them as Saying. 

Three steamers, the liner Wil- 
helinina, the army transport Keno- 
wis and the steamer President 
Pierce, turned off their courses 
and rushed to their aid, the Wil- 
helmina appearing to be the near- 
estz—apparently about 200 miles 
away. 

Less than 30 minutes later the 
flyers sent out a new call for help 
estimating their gasoline supply 
sufficient to last them four hours. 
The plea for assistance was con- 
tinued. 

Message Variously Received. 

The last message from the plane 
was received differently by the 
several ships and land stations. 
One message received by the: Navy 
quoted the plane as saying “we are 
landing in the water,” several later 
reports had it “we are going to 
land.” 

Soo: the Wilhelmina sent a wire- 
less that the plane had settled to 
the water and that the vessel sup- 
posedly was about 90 miles from 
the ship. Ali radio stations were 
silenced in the hope that further 
word would come from the mono- 
plane’s radio. None came. Visions 
of possible disaster forced the ships 
toward the spot at full speed. Then 
there was a long silence. 

Word of their forced landing on 
Molokai at 9:46 a. m., Honolulu 
time, (2:16 p. m. St. Louis time) 
then was flashed into Honolulu. 
Army planes left Wheeler Field. 
near here, to take them off the 
leper island and bring them in 
triumph to Honolulu. 

The little monoplane, City of 
Oakland, which had been groom- 
ed for weeks in anticipation of 
the flight, was badly damaged. 
The plane was in the alr 25 hours 
and 36 minutes, during which she 


traveled about 2%49 miles. The fly- 


ers were in the air 14 minutes 

longer than were Lieuts. Maitland 

and Hegenberger in their Hawaiian 

flight.

LEAVES LETTERS 
INDICATING PLANS 


One Addressed to Mother 
Says Gladys Sutton, Girl 
in the Case, Had Broken 
His Heart. 


While under arrest, F. Verne 


Spangenberg, Illinois University 
graduate and business manager of 
the Missouri Pre-Digest, a law pub- 
lication, ended his life with poison 
in his room at the Maryland Hotel 
yesterday afternoon, after he had 
failed in an attempt to shoot his 
erstwhile fiancee, Miss Gladys Sut- 
ton, a manicure, in the hotel] bar- 
ber.shop. 

Yesterday was- -Spangenberg’s 
thirty-fourth birthday, Discharged 
at noon from the Missouri Baptist 
Sanitarium, where he had been 
treated since Tuesday for nervous 
trouble, he returned to his room, 
No. 6506, in the Maryland Hotel. 
Accompanied by a friend, Cecil L. 
Giles, 4109 DeTonty _ street, he 


went down to the barber shop at 
5 o'clock. 

As he stepped from a chair, aft- 
er getting a shave, he drew a re- 
volver from his pocket, aimed it 
at Miss Sutton, who was near, and 
pulled the trigger. The cartridge 
failed to explode. He was dis- 
armed by Giles and a barber, and 
placed under arrest by Traffic Po- 
liceman Gordon, summoned from 
Ninth and Pine streets. 

Ends Life With Poison. 

He asked to be permitted to visit 
his room before going to the police 
station: Policeman Gordon and 
Giles went to the room with him. 
He handed the policeman a stack 
of letters, but. Gordon declined to 
read them. Spangenberg' then 
went into a bathroom, emerging a 
moment later. He started to leave 
his room with the others, but 
raised a bottle to his lips, drank 
the contents and fell dead. The 
bottle contained a liquid solution 
of a poison taken from a box in 
the bathroom. 

Miss Sutton, a blond, 23 years 
old, was arrested last night at her 
apartment, 3658 West Pine boule- 
vard. and spent the night at the 
matron’s room at police head- 
quarters. She was released this 
morning after testifying at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest. repeating’ state- 
ments previously. made to police 
and reporters. Deputy Coroner 
Dever said a verdict of suicide 
would be returned as soon as the 
nature of the poison had been de- 
termined. 

The letters which Spangenberg 
had handed to the policeman in- 
cluded one addressed to his moth- 
er, Mrs J. S. Spangenberg of Pon- 
tiac, Mich., in which he an- 
nounced, “J am ending it all to- 
night,” and added, “The only girl 
I ever loved was Gladys Sutton 
and she has broken my heart.” 

Letter to Former Wife. 

Another letter was to Mrs. Car- 
rie Spangenberg of Chicago, who 
divorced him a year ago. Spang- 
enberg wrote that the divorce was 
a good thing. as they could not 
get along together, 

A note addressed to “The Press 
of St. Louis” referred to his dis- 
appointment in love with Miss Sut- 
ton. 

Miss Sutton told reporters she 
met Spangenberg six months ago 
and became engaged, but broke 
the engagement a month ago be- 
cause of his jealousy and eccen- 
tricities. Last Monday night she 
returned to her apartment to find 
Spangenberg seated there, revolver 
in hand. He remained until] 3 a. 
m., threatening to kill her and 
himself. Finally she summoned a 
neighbor and he left. On his way 
out, she said, he tried to dive into 
a shallow goldfish pool in_ the 
apartment lobby. That day he 
went to the sanitarium. 

“I was manicuring a girl friend 
when he came into the barber 
shop,’ said Miss Sutton. “He said, 
‘Gladys, how are you?’ I merely 
looked at him. ‘Will you take din- 
ner with me this evening?’. he 
asked. Again I said nothing. 

“I was walking past him when 
he attempted, ‘ike a coward, to 
shoot me in the back. He was 
crazy, and his.actions proved it.”

WATERLOO, Ia., 
mer Kane, young Waterloo aviator, 
was arrested early today in con- 


nection with the bombing of the 
Birger roadhouse near Marion, I1., 
Nov. 12, 1926. Police said Kane 
had made a signed statement that 
the late Joe Adams, Mayor of West 
City, lll, had paid him $1000 and 
given him an automobile as pay- 
ment for his part in the bombing. 

Charlie Birger, gang leader, is 
on trial at Benton, Ill., charged 
with the murder of Mayor Adams. 

On the night before the bomb- 
ing, Kane's signed confession said, 
he was_ flying from Sparta, Ul., to 
Benton. In landing at Benton, he 
had a minor accident, and while 
repairing it, three men, who he 
said he later learned were mem- 
bers of the Shelton. gang, ap- 
proached and offered him the job 
of bombing the roadhouse from 
his airplane. 

Tells of Bomb-Making. 

He accompanied them to a 
house in West City, wher he met 
a number of men, including, he 
said, Bernie and Cari Shelton and 
Mayor Adams. After further dis-

“About 2 a. m., the same night 
members of the Birger band came 
along and virtually riddled the 
house with a machine gun,” the 
confession said, and then con- 
tinued: 

“On the morning of Nov. 12, I 
went to the home of Joe Adams 
to see about the $1009 and the 
automobile he and the Sheltons 
had agreed to give me for bombing 
the road house. 

Arrest of the Sheltons. 

“Bernie and Car! Shelton were 
there. Shortly after my arrival 
Federal officers came to the house 
and arrested Bernie and Carl 
Shelton for complicity in the Col- 
linsville, Il}., mail robbery. After 
they left. Joe Adams gave me $1000 
cash. I later got the automobile 
from a man unknown to me, 

“After receiving th: money, T 
went to my airplane, parked on the 
outskirts of West City. When I ar- 
rived there, I found a member of 
the Shelton gang with the plane. 
He had the bomb already loaded tn 
the plane and was ready to start. 

“TI drove the plane over to the 
Birger roadhouse and he, the 
member of the Shelton gang, 
dropped the bomb. After the bomb 
was dropped, we flew to Du Quoin, 
where I let the member of the 
Shelton gangeout. IT then flew to 
Burkville, where the automobile, 
given as part consideration for the 
bombing, was waiting.” 

Kane is being held, on a charge 
of conspiracy to murder, for 
authorities in Williamson County, 
Illinois, 


Birger Defense May Summon Flyer 
to Trial at Benton, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch 

BENTON. lll... July 16.—Elmer 
Kane. Waterloo. [a.. aviator, who 
has stated that he was hired by the 
late Mayor Joe Adams of West City, 
ll., to pilot the airplane from which 
bombs were dropped on Chariie 
Birger’s roadhouse, may be brought 
here as a witness at Birger's trial] 
for the murder of Adams. 

Charles A. Karch, one of Birger’s 
lawyers, said it is possible the de- 
fense will present Kane, if he is 
willing and if his testimony is com- 
patible with the nature of the de- 
fense. Karch said the defense at- 
torneys were not fully decided 
about using Kane. 

Gus Adams. brother of the mur- 
dered Mayor. denied knowing Kane 
or knowing about the bombing 
plans. 

“I'm not surprised at Kane’s 
confession. I expected something 
like this.” commented State’s At- 
torney Martin.

Statement By Ford. 

A. statement authorized by Ford 
and made public by Karl J. Davis, 
one of the men in whose hands 
Ford rested the final negotiations, 
follows: 

“The Dearborn Independent 
wishes to announce that the 
suit commenced by Aaron Sapiro 
for libel against the Dearborn 
Independent and Henry Ford bas 
been terminated satisfactorily to 
all. parties. é 

“The suit was based upon 
statements appearing in a serica 
of articles published in 1925 and 
1926 by the Dearborn Independ- 
ent upog the subject matter of 
co-operative associations  or- 
ganized on the Sapiro plan. — 

“The articles complaine@d of 
by Mr. Sapiro dealt with tite so- 
called Sapiro plan of co-opera- 
tive marketing and the rela- 
tions of Mr. Sapiro with the as- 
sociations organized on this plan. 
They were prepared and written 
by a contributor to the Dear- 
born Independent, whose works 
and writing have in the past ap- 
peared in various periodicals in 
this country.

Dearborn Publishing Co. It 
has’ since been found that inac- 
curacies of fact were present in 
the articles and that erroneous 
conclusions were drawn from 
these. inaccuraacies by the writer.

They said the gasoline pump 
failed shortly after 5 a. m., Hono- 
lulu time, causing them to send 
their first S O S message 15 min- 
utes later. Just out of Oakland, 
Smith lost his goggles when he 
stuck his‘ head out of the cockpit 
into a violent rush of wind. 

“Conditions for navigating were 
not the best, but I think the flight 
has proved that it is perfectly feas- 
ible to make hops between San 
Francisco and Hawaii,” said 
Bronte. “It also is proved to my 
satisfaction that modern planes can 
annihilate great distances.” 

Neither man slept during the 
flight and they said they moved 
about enough to prevent becoming 
cramped. They declined to discuss 
future plans, but Smith said he had 
several flights figured out. 

Asked if he knew where he was 
when over Molokai, Smith said: 
“All 1 knew was that we were out 
of gas.” He declared they were on 
their course throughout the night. 

Regarding his distress message, 
Feonte said: “They told us before 
we left San Francisco that we had 
enough gasoline. But we didn't 
have enough. We were forced to 
land as our gas gave out. In send- 
ing out the message that we were

Early Hours of Flight. 

Smith and Bronte Started their 
flight from Oakland Airport, in the 
San Francisco Bay district at 10- 40 
a. m. (Pacific time) Thursday 
after making one false start and 
nearly wrecking the plane by strik- 
ing a rut along the edge of the 
runway. The plane straightened 
out over San Francisco for Hawaii 
at 11:08 a. m. (Pacific. time). 

Bronte sent out hourly messages 
on his small radio set, telling of a 
sea of fog below the plane as far 
as eye could reach. At 2 p. m. 
Thursday he said “we hope to run 
out of it soon.” 

The plane's radio receiving set

S O 8S Call Relayed. 

The first S O S call was received 
by ships at 6:13 a. m. (Pacific 
time). The message relayed from 
the ships said that the plane had 
but an hour's supply of gasoline 
and was 700 miles from the near- 
est land. 

About a half an hour later an- 
other S O S was received from 
the plane correcting the first re- 
port to say that there was fuel 
enough aboard to fly four hours 
and repeating the call for help. 

At 6:20 a. m. (Pacific time), the 
steamer Wilhelmina, then 200 
miles from the position given by 
Bronte, reported that it had start- 
ed to aid the airmen. The Wil- 
helmina estimated the  plane’s 
point of descent at 500 miles north- 
east of Paia, Island of Maui. 

The lack of later messages from 
Bronte led to the belief that the 
plane had landed on the water. 
The radio set would be put out of 
commission immediately on the 
plane striking the, sea. 

Then with receipt of word that 
the flyers had made the Island cf 
Molokai, some 60 miles southeast 
of Honolulu, the steamers and the 
mine sweeper Pelican, which was 
sent out from Honolulu, were in- 
structed to abandon the search.

Chamberlin expressed  willing- 
ness to sign a contract to begin 
such flights personally at once with 
a Bellanca plane, using a col- 
lapsible runway sloping from the 
top deck of the bow 

Byrd’s Recommendation. 

Commander Byrd recommended 
a catapult, using a Vought Sea- 
plane or a Leoning amphibian, 
carrying approximately 300 pounds 
of mail or three passengers, mak- 
ing it possible, with complete 
safety, to cross the ocean in two 
hours less than four days.

GAME REFUGES IN MISSOURL 
From the Missouri Game and Fish News. 

S a result of the passage of the aux- 

iliary game refuge bill by the recent 
Legislature, which bill was at the recom- 
mendation of the State Game and Fish De- 
partment and provides for the establishing 
of game ‘refuges with public shooting 
grounds in connection therewith. Keith Mc- 
Canse, State Game and Fish Commissioner, 
left Jefferson City June 6 for Pennsylvania 
where he spent several weeks in the hands 
of the Pennsylvania Game Department mak- 
ing an inspection of the game refuges of 
that State. 

It is through the game refuge system 
that Pennsylvania has been brought to the 
front as a leader among the States of the 
Union from the standpoint of wild game. 
Particularly have deer, wild turkey and 
bear shown great increases. Rapid prog- 
ress has also been made with smaller game, 
such as quail, pheasants and rabbits. 

The forest areas of Missouri/are as ex- 
tensive as those of Pennsylvania. In fact 
both of these states have in excess of 14.- 
09.0,000 acres of land in forest. This is 
about one-third of the area of the State of 
Missouri. Opportunities, therefore, for the 
development of forest game Such as deer. 
turkey, etc.. are as great in Missouri as in 
Pennsylvania. 

Auxillary refuges are different from the 
cegular game refuges in that the regular 
-efuges are on State-owned lands and aux- 
iliary refuges are on the lands of others. 
leased by the State for a period ef not less 
than 10 years. 

The Commissioner is deeply interested in 
the establishment of game refuges in every 
district in the State, and since his return 
June 25, printed requirements with a de- 
tailed explanation of the conditions EOV- 
erning the establishments of these refuges 
have-been issued. Blank applications can 
be had from the department. but Mr. Mc- 
Canse states that no refuges will be se- 
lected unless there can be public hunting 
grounds connected thereto. In other words. 
the department does not intend to estab- 
ish private game reiuges, and the sites 
must be amply large for public hunting 
‘mn addition to the refuge proper. 

The co-operation of sportsmen’s Organiza- 
tiens tm the selection of these auxiliary 
nefuges and public hunting grounds is de- 
sired, and individual sportsmen as well. who 
are irterested, should communicate with the 


‘ department.

No Suggestion Advanced Affects 
Quality of Productions, 
Goldwyn Says.

Tension at Arms Conference 
Seems Lessened—British 
Minimize Value of Large 
Cruisers. 


U. S. AND JAPAN

British Point Out That 
Some: Ships Built During 
War Cannot be Used in 
Tropics.

GENEVA, July 16.—As the situ- 


ation appeared today, the week-end 


‘promised to bring some easing of 


the position in which the three 


Powers participating in the naval 
limitation conference found them- 
selves. ' 

There is still more than 100,009 
tons difference between Great 
Britain’s minimum tonnage for 
cruisers and the maximum of the 
United States, and about 100,000 
tons between the American maxi- 
mum and that of Japan. 

The British, in view of the stand 
of the United States and Japan for 
the maintenance of 10,000-ton 
cruisers armed with eight-inch 
guns, are citing the testimony of 
their shipbuilders and engineers to 
show that craft of such displace- 
ment are unreliable, often unsea- 
worthy, hard to equip and long in 
getting off the ways. 

Apart from being united in seek- 
ing to limit the number of-16,000- 
ton cruisers of the United States 
and Great; Britain to 10, the Brit- 
ish and. Japanese delegates are 
agreed on a plan of not scrapping 
all old cruisers when they are re- 
placed by new ones. They contend 
such vessels could be kept for coast 
defense patrol and convoy duty. 

American circles are not dis- 
posed to accept this plan, It is 
pointed out that all American 
cruisers in commission, except 
those of the Omaha class, will be 
at least 20 years old next year, and 
thus would be of little use under 
the plan. - 

A British spokesman emphasized 
that their cruiser problem is com- 
plicated by the fact that during the 
World War Great Britain built a 
number of vessels for scouting and 
patrolling in the North Sea. These 
vessels have been found useless for 
the Navy’s general peace-time work 
in other waters. 

For example, if such ships were 
to operate in the Red Sea, the 
Persian Gulf or the Indian Ocean, 
larger and cooler quarters would 
have to be provided for their 
crews. These overhaulings, it was 
stated, would cause a considerable 
increase in tonnage. 


LEVINE EXPECTS DROUHIN

He 
later was lecturer on art at Vassar 
College. 

From the outbreak of the World 
War he became an active worker 
in Germany’s cause., He wrote 
pamphlets which were widely dis- 
trifuted and delivered addresses in 
which he assailed President Wil- 
son’s policies. 

In 1916 he started a campaign 
to send milk to infants in Germany 
but a request to Secretary of Navy 
Daniels that a naval vessel be sent 
to Germany with milk was refused. 

His activities ceased with en- 
trance of the United States into 
the war, but after its close he 
charged in a pamphlet called “The 
Horror of the Rhine” that French 
colonial troops were .being foisted 
upon the German residents of oc- 
cupied territory.

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CANADA HOLDS BACK 
ON DEEP WATERWAY 


Premier Notifies Kellogg He 
Must Wait for Final Report 
of Engineers. 


By the Associated Press 

WASHINGTON, duly 16.—The 
Canadian Government still is un- 
ready to procéed with negotiation 
of a convention with the United 
States for the joint development 
of the St. Lawrence River deep 
Waterway, which has been under 
discussion between the two govern- 
ments since,1909. 

In a note dated July 12 and 
made public last night by agree- 
ment, the Canadian Premier, Mac- 
Kenzie King, notified Secretary 
Kellogg that his Government would 
not be in a position to undertake 
the negotiations, suggested in an 
American note of April 13, until 
the final report of the joint en- 
gineering board including the ap- 
pendices, had been received and 
studied by the Canadian national 
advisory commission. 

The American note reviewed the 
appointment in 1924 of the St. 
Lawrence River Commission, head- 
ed by Secretary Hoover for the 
United States, and the Canadian 
Advisory Committee headed by 
George Perry Graham, minister of 
railways and canals, for Canada, 
and declared: 

“The representatives of the two 


jcountries differed as to a few de- 


tails but from the report it Glear- | 
ly appears that the improvement 
of the waterway for ‘navigation and 
power purposes is both feasible 
and advisable.” 

U. 8S. Adopts Report. 

The note added that Secretary 
Hoover's commission had examined 
all aspects of the proposals and 
concluded that construction of the 
waterway was. desirable, recom- 
mending that negotiations be 
opened with’ the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to that end. 

“The Government of the United 
States adopts the recommendation 
Lawrence Commission,” 
the American communication add- 
ed. ... “In view of the action al- 
ready taken by both governments, 
it is apprehended that they are in 
accord on the principle that the 
project should be taken. If this 
Government’s conclusion in this 
respect be correct, there only re- 
mains to be effected an under- 
standing as to the methods and 
means for its earliest accomplish- 
|: a 

“This Government is prepared to 
enter into negotiations with a view 
to the formulation of a conven- 
tion appropriate to this subject.” 

The Canadian reply pointed out 
that the report of the joint board 
of engineers, signed Nov. 16, 1926, 
“while unanimous in many _ re- 
spects,’ indicated differences of 
Opinion on important phases of 
the development proposed.” 

Alternative. Schemes. 

“It is understood that in the ap- 
pendices to the report,” the Cana- 
dian note continued, “which are in 
preparation, certain further alter- 
native schemes will be presented 
which will be of essential value in 
arriving at a conclusion.” 

The note added that when the 
Canadian Government had received 
the report of its advisory committee 
and studied other factors involved 
it would be “able to determine its 
policy on the question” and be 
then réady to enter into discussion 
with the United States,

BELLEVILLE DRY RAIDS 


All but Two Give Bond — Five 
Others Sought on Federal 
Warrants.

Thirty-two men, arrested in Fed- 
eral prohibition raids in Belleville 
yesterday, were given hearings be- 
fore a United States Commissioner 


at East St. Louis late in the after- 
noon, and all but two, who were 
unable to furnish bail, were re- 
leased on $3000 bonds. 

Most of them face combined 
charges of alleged sale and pos- 
session of liquor and maintenance 
of common nuisances, but some 
are charged only with sale or pos- 
session. The agents have warrants 
for five more men who were not 
found yesterday. 

The concerted raids, the most 
comprehensive vigitation dry agents 
have made at Belleville, were 
based on evidence -gathered during 
the last month by 12 “under cover” 
operatives. They visited saloons 
and alleged “home-brew joints” in 
residences to buy drinks, posing as 
tourists, miners, linemen and sales- 
men. * Four of them utilized Ger- 
man fo ingratiate themselves with 
bartenders. They reported having 
bought liquor in 39 places all of 
which were raided yesterday un- 
der search warrants. 

Alleged illicit liquor—moon- 
shine, homebrew, brandy, wine 
and gin, valued by the agents at 
$20,000 to $25,000—was reported 
found in 35 of the places. Some 
of the bottles bore bogus labels of 
well - known pre - prohibition 
brands, but the contents was only 
colored and flavored alcohol. 
Stocks of homebrew beer, much of 
it iced for service, ranged from a 
few dozen bottles to one supply of 
2500 pints. After samples were 
taken for evidence the rest was 
destroyed. 

Some one a few weeks agro 
mailed a clipping from a Belleville 
newspaper to prohibition head- 
quarters at Washington. It told 
about prevalence of illicit liquor 
sales in the St. Clair County seat. 
Yesterday’s raids resulted. They 
were directed by Prohibition Ad- 
ministrator John B. Madden of 
Springfield, Ill, who commanded 
26 agents, essembled. from  S8St.
